2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims a 
blue organic electroluminescent device comprising a substrate; a first and second electrodes on 
the substrate; an emitting layer formed between the first and second electrodes wherein the 
emitting layer comprises a blue emitting material having a chemical formula

and a material with the chemical formula B1-X-B2 wherein is a compound 

selected from formula Sl-1, S-4 to S-22, S-24, S-26 to S-38, S-40 to S-45, S-49 to S62, S-64 to 
S-67, S-70 to S-83, S-85 to S-89 and B1-X-B2 is a compound selected from formula H-l to H- 
10, H-12 to H-30 as required by present claims 1, 9 and 1 1 . The closest prior art, Ikeda et al, 
U.S. Patent Number 7,429,425, teaches a blue organic electroluminescence device comprising a 
luminescent layer disposed between a pair of electrodes wherein the luminescent layer comprises 
an oligoarylene structure with the generic formula B1-X-B2 and a diaminopyrene. The Ikeda 
reference fails to teach or suggest a luminescent layer comprising an oligoarylene structure 
selected from the chemical formulas H-l to H-l 0 and H-12 to H-30 and a diaminopyrene 
selected from the chemical formulas Sl-1, S-4 to S-22, S-24, S-26 to S-38, S-40 to S-45, S-49 to 
S62, S-64 to S-67, S-70 to S-83, S-85 to S-89.
